QUEENSLAND’S

N Queensland a great effort is to be made, 
| headed by the Premier, Mr. Forgan 
Smith, to develop the business of pro- 
ducing beef for export to Britain with a view 
to replacing part of the exports from the 
Argentine, Ba Zealand, and other countries, 
and with the effect, Easa of under- 
cutting the home trade and lowering the 
food standard of the people of Britain. 

In order to achieve this object it will be 
necessary to grow a large proportion of the 
cattle in the tropical North of Queensland 
and in the Northern Teritory of Australia, 
and either to fatten the cattle on the spot or 
bring them South at about three years for 
fattening on pastures it is hoped to establish 
near the existing abattoirs and the ports of 
loading. 


MANIFOLD OBJECTIONS 


The objections to these proposals from the 
scientific, ethical, economic and humane 
points of view are manifold, but they are 
either not recognised by the advisers or are 
deliberately obscured by the promoters of 
the scheme, 

The main reasons against this plan from 
the British aspect are given under separate 
headings as follows :— 


NUTRITION 


If there is anything certain in the study 
of nutrition it is that animal food produced 
on land in the tropics lacks substance, 
stamina, flavour and appetising quality. 
This is one of the reasons why the problem 
of the proper nutrition of Europeans in the 
tropics has never been fully solved. It is 
relevant to observe that this question 1s at 
present seriously sory ee the attention of 
the Queensland health authorities as regards 
the inhabitants of the very same regions it 
is now proposed to develop for the produc- 
tion of beef for the alleged benefit of the 
people of Britain. 

The sure and steady degeneration of Euro- 
pean breeds of cattle in the tropics, unless 
continually fortified with fresh imported 
blood, is proof to reasonable cbservers of the 
objection of Nature to producing beef, as we 
know beef in Britain, under tropical con- 
ditions. Only such breeds us the Madagascar, 
the Zebu and the Water Buffalo will remain 
free from degeneration in the tropics, and 
whatever the flesh from these cattle may be 
called, it is remote from the Roast Beef of 
Old . England. 

It was not such alimeni that Shakespeare 
had in mind when he wrote of his country- 
men: “Give them great meals of beef and 
iron and steel and they will eat like wolves 
and fight like devils.” Or, again, in exhorta- 
tion to valour: “And you, good yeomen, 
whose limbs were made in England, show us 
here the mettle of your breeding.’’ 

If there is one thing more than another to 
which the Englishman returning from the 
torrid zone looks forward to on arrival home 
it is a juicy beefsteak cut from a beast come 
early to perfection in the cool and fortifying 
air of his native land. It is an intolerable 
thought that his meal should have preceded 
him from the Gulf of Carpentaria or the 
shores of the Torres Straits. 

In spite of the financial hardship that a 
lethora of supplies has at times inflicted on 
bain in the British Isles, we have to admit 
that meat grown in the temperate climate and 
on the excellent pastures oí New Zealand and 
the Argentine, if not equal after the journey 
to the best home-grown article, is at least 
free from the objections that will apply to 


‘meat from Northern Australia and tropical 


Brazil. Patriotism and Empire security, 
which are to be the sonorous arguments 
in the Queensland meat propaganda, are good 
reasons for many of our actions, but these 
fine words will not butter the parsnips of 
uate nutrition and a square dietetic 
deal for the British people. 


HUMANITARIANISM 
_In the British Isles the humanitarian rights 


of animals are freel ised, and primary 
producers, as well ná bu now willingly 


| submit to a good deal of inconvenience and 
expense in order to carry out the various 
laws of animal protection. 

But m Queensland to-day there is probably 
less humanitarian consideration for animals 
than in any other British country, aad, 
excepting Latin countries, almost any other 
ci .lmsed territory, so far as one who has 
travelled extensively in Queensland can 
observe. There is no systematised humane 
slaughter as we know it in Europe and New 
Zealand, and the conditions of road and rail 
transportation are truly appalling. Except m 
the e abattoirs, where the slaughterer 
approximately stuns the beast with a sledge- 
hammer, the main method of immobilising an 


animal for i cor of bleeding is b 
“ pithing ”’ “Bihing” is po Rl 
enough im any circumstances, and in Queens- 
land it is often done in clumsy fashion, with 
results that in Britain or Germany or any 
one of a dozen civilised countries would 
involve the operator in well-merited fine or 
im nment. 

he trains are the slowest in the civilised 
world, the distances are enormous, the 
climate is often extremely trymg, the plague 
uf flies in summer has to be seen to be 
believed, and the arrangements for fe+i ia 
and watering on journeys that may take some 
a are either primitive or non-existant. 

Britain, inability or unwillingness to 

buy fodder is no excuse in law for allowing 
an animal to starve to death, but in Queens- 
land a man may do as he likes with his own 
and no one seems to care. 

In the frequent droughts, when feed is 
shert, thousands of animals are left to take 
their chance, and dead cattle are seen and 
smelt almost everywhere in the inland dis- 


tricts. 

In short, meat in Queensland is, on the 
wuole, produced under conditions that are 
uot only ulegal, but which would not be 
tulerated by puolic opinion in the majority 
of non-Latin European countries. The fore- 
going observations apply to what is being 
vone now in the temperate parts of Queens- 
jand: the new proposals to extend pastora! 
operations to the tropical regions of the 
State open up 7 fresh vista that is un- 
pleasant even to contemplate, 

ihe sufferings of European cattle in the 
tropics under any but the best conditions of 
munagement are often terrible, and this fact 
sinply cannot be ignored by a professedly 
Lumanitarian country. 

hes, ticks, pests and pestilences, lack of 
protection agains the rigours of the climate 
and the effects of drought, hardship in 
travel, lack of skilled supervision, all com- 
bine to make the existence of European 
cattle in the tropics a hateful matter in com- 
parison with lite in the green fields of the 
british Isies, the rich pastures of New Zea- 
land, or the fruitful and well-watered plains 
of the Argentine: 


ETHICS AND ECONOMICS 


Whatever may be claimed for patriotism 
und Empire security on the part of the high 
contracting parties mm Australian government 
in the development of this business, we may 
be quite sure that the great meat corpora- 
tions that will Landie the profitable aetails 
will not put these ideals first in their con- 
siceration, 

The prospects of an unscrupulous and 
pseudo-scientific exploitation of tropical beet 
ure already ominous end the ‘esults of pre- 
sent research may shake the meat trades 
of the temperate climates to their founda- 
tion. It is, for instance, reported from 
Texas that experiments have succeeded in 
stabilising a cross between the Zebu and the 
Hereford that will thrive in the tropics. 
Those who have worked in pastoral pro- 
blems in tropical coastal’ or river areas, where 
there is an abundant rainfall and a dee 
alluvial soil, will know how profusely cach 
herbage as reed grass and the soft giant 
pauicum can be got to grow under these con- 
ditions. This feed, either alone or combined 
with wheat offals or molasses, will rapidly 
produce a vast bulk of soft flesh that looks 
like beef Such meat properly processed in a 
modern meat works with special cooling

CONCLUSION 


Here then are the facts, not hole-and-corner 
affairs, but broad and accurate data that 
may be confirmed by any ,technically-trained 
observer. 

It may and probably will be objected 
that the observations were made in time of 
drought, and that they are not valid for all 
or even the usual seasons. 

But it is sadly evident that drought is not 
an abnormal condition in NN e sál any 
more, and sadly certain that in the not 
remote future it will be eccentuated by the 
drying up of the underground water supplies, 
which are officially pronounced to be going 
at the rate of two per cent. per annum. 

It is now for traders, scientists and humani- 
tarians in Britain either to co-operate in re- 
sisting these unscientific and unintentionally 
cruel plans of the Queensland Government 
or to admit, unhindered, the thin edge of a

In reference to a note in this column 
some time ago, a correspondent corrects 
my statement, that “‘cyder began in 
oe se in Devonshire ad Here- 
fordshire.’”’ I quite agree, he says, that 
large quantities have been made in these 
two counties for many centuries past, but 
your readers may think that cyder-making 
was not carried on elsewhere than in the

West of England until. a much later 


riod. 

IE would, therefore, like to bring to your 
notice that, as a matter of fact, the oldest 
authentic records of cyder-making in 
England actually come from the East of 
England, the County of Norfolk. There 
are two records in Norfolk of cyder-making 
under the following dates: 

7 The Lordships of Reedham and 
Stokesby .. ..A,D.1205... held by the 
Petfy Setgeantry by the tenure of paying 
yearly on Michaelmas Day . . . 200 Pear- 
main Apples and 4 Hhds. of Wine made 
from Pearmains.” . 

o “The Lord (of the Manor of 
Banham, A.D. 1281) has a messuage con- 
taining 7 acres and one rood . . . and the 
herbage is worth 6/2d. and the Apple 
Orchards (pomeria) are reckoned at three

You will obsérve, my correspondent 
adds, that the first one, under date 1205, 
refers to Pearmains, and this rather bears

The second record comes from the 
parish of Banham (in Norfolk).

It is an undoubted fact that.there are 
no authentic records of cyder-making 
earlier than the two dates above men- 
tioned. 


Rush-O 


Among the many puzzling things that 
beset early translators of Gaelic place 
names was the appearance of the syllable 
‘oo’? jn & word whose meaning otherwise 
was clear enough. For instance, Eochaill, 
in King’s County, is known to this day 
as The Wood of O, the prefix “eo,” mean- 
ing yew, having been ignored by many 
authorities, and merely the sound of it 
being preserved in the name, The popular 
seaside resort near Dublin was called 
originally Rush-O, or, rather, Ros-eo ; but 
this was shortened to Rush, and com- 
paratively few admirers of this sandy 
eninsula have any idea that it must once 
er: held many yew trees. A number of 
places in Ireland owe their names to a 
ros, or peninsula, from Rosbeigh in Kerry 
—a birchy point—to Portrush in Antrim— 
the landing-place of the peninsula, In 
Donegal the district known as The Rosses 
is quite literally the peninsulas. On the 
lower lake at Killarney Ross Castle gets 
its name from the point on which it is

This year's Ballinasloe Great October Fair 
will be remembered by many, because it 
marked the removal oí the Gipsy encampment, 
from the front to the back of the Fair Green, 

In former years the first impression 
gathered by visitors coming from the 
direction of the railway station was the 
picturesqueness of theGipsy caravans collected 
on the Green near the roadside. At night, 
when the hobby horses and other amusements 
started, some of the caravan occupants 
appeared as  fortune-tellers and were 
patronised by some of the more curious, 

This year portion of the space formerly 
used by caravans was set aside for the 
erection of houses, while all the caravans were 
brought to rest under the bank at the back 
of the Fair Green, Here they were very much 
out of the picture and appeared somewhat 
drab. The arrangement helped to give horse- 
men an opportunity, of showing off hunters 
and other horses to greater advantage than 
usual, and the result was a really good horse 
fair. 

Another change was the appearance of a 
clever revue company each night in one of 
the local halls. with a cinema show for three 
nights in another, as before. 

Apart from the new buildings on the Fair 
Green, quite a number of houses have recently 
been erected in the vicinity of the town, whic 
appears to be improving, despite the disloca- 
tion of the live-stock trade occasioned by 
cross-Channel tariffs. 

On the question of tariffs it was stated by 
an extensive horse buyer that the British 
Customs duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem had 
done enormous injury to the horse-breeding 
industry. Buyers had to allow for that when 
making purchases, and before they were 
finished Customs charges often amounted to 
nearly 30 per cent.

Men like O'Connell and 
Parnell appeared, not in the manner of 
English E itical leaders, but rather like 
the prophets who guided Israel.” But, 
then, what a different road the political 
leader in Ireland has to travel in com- 
arison with his more fortunate statesman 
in England! The Irish have always 
idealised their leaders. In fact, few re- 
presentatives of the Irish people may be 
regarded as mere leaders. They are 
symbols of the spirit of the country, where 
there is more passion in politics than in 
any other nation of the world. That is 
why they are dashed so mercilessly from 


their pedestal, when they fail to interpret 


the people’s ideas and the idolised leader 
of to-day is cruelly discarded to-morrow. 
The Young Irelanders rejected O’Connell, 
and he died of a broken heart. The re- 
mains of John Redmond were carried 
almost secretly through the byways of the 
city to his last resting place. Parnell s 
fall threw Ireland into gloom and despair. 
His tragic death broke the national lyre. 


Luck in Politics 


It was so easy to enrage the people, for 
Parnell’s opponents aroused amour 
propre of the nation by emphasising the 
decision of the leader in erring the Jove 
of a woman to that of country. Mr. 
W. B. Yeats has declared that the Irish 
people can only become passionate about 
politics. An amusing story is told con- 
cerning one of the English prison warders 
during the period of imprisonment of some 
of our present politicians after 1916. The 
warder who read the letters was quite 
puzzled that so many men could be in love 
with the same woman, and made anxious 
inquiries as to the identity of one Cathleen 
Ni Houlihan. When the question of 
morality proved ineffective Parnell’s 
rar be accused him of desertion of 
the cause, and he had no Press or any 
of the modern means of defending himself. 
However, he fought until he found that 
luck, in which he so much believed, had 
gone with everything else. Other great 
leaders believed in their luck. Napoleon 
took the greatest risks in battle. and when 
pressed by his officers to keep from the 
line of fire replied: ‘‘ The ball that will 
strike me has not yet passed through the 
Íorge.”

In Tuam 
the Gommissioners had shown that enterprise, 
an.| they were ably assisted in their efforts 
by Mr. Raftery, the Local Government 
Inspector, and by Mr. Moran,’ the engineer, 
who supervised the scheme. He hoped that 
the people who occupied the houses would 
bring to their new homes the grand old 
tradition of family life in Ireland, handed 
down to them through succeeding generations, 
and that the spirit of charity and happiness 
would dwell wrth them always. 

Mr. 8. T. O'Kelly, speaking first in Irish 
and then in English, paid a tribute to the 
Tuam Commissioners for having initiated that 
scheme. Since 1932, he said, more housing 
schemes had been opened than in the previous 
twenty years. Notwithstanding that fact, 
however, there were still forty or fifty years’ 
housing arrears to make up. 


A TRIBUTE 


“TI have inspected many schemes in many 
parts of the country,” said Mr, O'Kelly, 
‘‘and this scheme is, without doubt, the 
nicest. I have seen none that impressed me 
more. I would like to pay a tribute to 
those who had the longness of view—to those 
who envisaged this scheme—and in doing so 
it gives me great pleasure to hear a triblte 
from someone else—to hear Father Killeen s 
tribute to Mr. Raftery, one of the senior in- 
spectors of my Department, who has helped 
to create what is virtually a new town.

THE DINNER 
Mr. S. T. O'Kelly was entertained to 


dinner by the Tuam Town Commissioners. 
There was a large attendance. Responding to 
the toast of “ Our Guests,” proposed by the 
Chairman of the Town Commissioners, who 
yresided, Mr. O’ Kelly said that no town that 
“i knew of since he became a Minister had 
undertaken at one time such a large housing 
scheme as they had brought to a successful 
conclusion in Tuam. 

“We have had some success in housing, 
said the Minister. ‘‘ There are some towns 
where we have completely wiped out the 
slums, but there are other towns that have 
hardly begun, although they have done a 
good -deal to provide the necessary accom- 
modation required by the people.

“We know the insidious propaganda that 
is going on in every corner of the world to- 
day against established authority of every 
kind. There is no better breeding-gypund 
for discontent than the horrible habitations 
that so many of eur people have to live in 
to-day. The housing of the people is a 
magnificent insurance for the future for every- 
body.

Tn action in the Courts in connection 


with the word ‘‘ crunch” was recalled 

at a sitting of the Patents Commission 
yesterday, when Mr. Joseph Synnott, wholc- 
sale manufacturing confectioner, Sugar Loaf 
Works, Upper Gloucester place, Dublin, gave 
evidence. 

In his«stetement™Mrr~Synnott. suggested 
that the present law in regard to trade marks 
left the small trader. open to an action by 
a large competitor even though such competi- 
tor may not. be damaged by the use of the 
trade mark of the trader. By simply issuing 
a summons the trader may be called upon 
to defend an action, the result of which 
might put him out of business. 

r, Synnott related how in August, 1929, 
he had introduced a new line of confectionery 
which he intended to market under the 
name of “erunch.” He got wrapping paper 
printed so that the commodity would cont- 
pare with any imported high-class production 
retailing at sixpence per quarter pound; to 
protect the value of the wrapping and his 
trade rights he applied to have the name 
registered, and registration was given in 
August, 1930. . 


“DOUBLE ATTACK” 
In March, 1934, he said, Messrs. Sharpe and 


Messrs. Clarnico-Murray commenced to manu- 
ture at their works in Terenure a line identical 
with and an imitation of his ‘‘crunch’’— Messrs. 
Sharpe under the nam? of “crunch,” which 
was offered at. the. price of 4d, a quarter- 
pound, and Messrs. Clarnico-Murray under 
the name of “crunchettes.’”” As might be 
expected from that double attack, his sale 
of ‘*‘crunch”’ virtually ceased. He thereupon 
instituted legal proceedings, and Messrs. 
Sharpe and Messrs. Clarnico-Murray ceased 
the use of the names, but brought a motion 


to the High Court to have the case 
disposed of with «nominal damages. 
In the meantime Messrs, Fry-Cadbury, 


who had commenced to manufacture two- 
penny ‘‘‘crunchie’’ bars ip the Free State, 
were written to, and their response was to 
bring aa action against him disputing his 
right. to the word “Crunch” as a trade 
mark- The action was heard by Mr. Justice 
Johnston, who gave judgment on December 
20, 1934, directing the removal of the word 
from the iegister. An appeal by the wit- 
ness heard in May, 1935, confirmed the deci- 
sion, A consequent result was that he was 
prevented from cbhtaining any compensation 


from Messrs. Clarnico-Murray or Messrs. 
Sharpe. 
“I maintun,”’ said Mr. Synnott. “ that 


where the Registrar receives no objections 
to the application for registration any party 
aggrieved by the registration should be 
obliged to lodge with the Registrar his ob- 
jections to the reyistered trade mark, and 
the Registrar thereon should review the 
matter and, if hecessary, get independent 
opinion of counsel. If he then decides tl at 
the register should be rectified he should send 
a notice to this effect to the owner of the 
registered trade mark. If the owner then 
ohjects to the rectification it should be open 
to the aggrieved person to apply to the Court 
for rectification of the register, and make the 
cwner a party to the suit. If the owner 
accepts the Registrar's decision he should be 
it liberty to file a consent to the rectification 
of the register, 

‘If the Registrar holds that the register 
should not be rectified he should inform the 
aggrieved party of his decision, and theie- 
upon the aggrieved person should be at 
liberty to apply to the Court for an order 
rectifying the register. The action should be 
then against the Registrar, and a copy of 
the summous served on the owner. The 
cxmer stiould have liberty to intervene if he 
wishes. 


LOSS OF A TRADE MARK 


The Chairman (Mr. James Geoghegan, 
&.C., T.D.j—Are you suggesting that some 
provision should be made to indemnifying a 
registered owner of » trade mark?—Yes- - 

Generally speaking, the cost that a man 
would be put to in defending a trade mark 
would be the smallest part of the loss that 
he would sustain; if ne lost the trade mark 
he would have to give up the sale of a par- 
ticular line ’— Yes. 

Mr. E. A. Cleary asked the witness if it 
were not a fact that some time prior to his 
instituting proceedings the firms mentioned 
had been selling goods similar to his at six- 
pore a quarter pound—the same price as 
lis. 

The Witness—Some of them. 

Mr. Cleary—Whatever loss in trade that 
you have sustained is due not to your loss of 
the trade mark, or loss of the action or 
actions in the court, but to the fact that you 
had been under-cut ? 

Witness—Clarnico-Murray and Sharpes 
brought a motion to the High Court, and 
they were willing to compensate me. 

At the commencement of the proceedings 

Mr. Synnott said that he had a letter from 
Mr. Briscoe, T.D., dealing with his position, 
ond i asked the permission of the Board to 
read it. 
' The Chairman replied that he did not know 
what was in the letter. Mr. Briscoe was a 
very able man, but he thought that if Mr. 
Briscoe wanted to make a statement they 
would be glad to hear him. 

The next sitting of the Commission will be 
held on 22nd inst.

says.a statement which, was issued after the 
meeting by Mr; J. N. Greene, Chairman of 
the Beet Growers’ Association. 

Asked his opinion of the price, Mr. Greene 
said that the ruling price of barley was no 
higher to-day than it was when labour was 
costing about half the present «ey rates.

Assuming that imports of foreign barley 
was necessary, said Mr. Greene, the brewers’ 
requirements of Irish barley was limited. A 
higher price for malting barley would create 
an incentive amongst farmers to produce the 
highest quality possible, so that they would 
be amongst those whose barley would be 
bought for malting purposes. 

Asked what would be the effect on the 
wheat acreage of the giving of an economic 
price for barley, Mr. Greene said that they 
did not believe that it would interfere unduly 
with the wheat acreage, as only a certain type 
of land would revert to barley growing, and 
the richer and heavier lands would continue 
to grow wheat. Wheat would stand in land 
where barley would not. Furthermore, that 
type of land did not produce barley of the 
highest malting quality. In their opinion, 
wheat would continue to increase, and barley, 
if encouraged, would be confined to the 
barley districts—that was to the lighter soils 
which produced the best quality malting 
barley. 

“ We wish to express satisfaction with the 
attitude of Messrs. Guinness to the members 
of our deputation, and we feel assured that 
future prices will be subject to friendly 
negotiation between the interested parties.”

Tokyo, ruled by her militaristic caste, 
decided to increase the number of Japanese 
troops in China, and made a completely 
intolerable set of demands, by way of 
indemnity. She demanded the right to 
station troops along the Yangtse River, 
and to elit all Chinese school-books, in 
order that the children might not be 
imbued with any violently nationalistic 
sentiments. Then she required from the 
Chinese Government a “ fuller measure of 
economic co-operation,’’ which, in practice, 
would have meant an unrestricted market 
for Japanese goods, without any quid pro 
quo. Finally, she asserted the right of the 
five northern provinces to autonomy. It 
was evident that China could not consent 
for one moment to these outrageous 
demands, and there was a general fear 
that Japan would move once again to the 
assault. Happily, General Chiang Kai- 
shek, the head of the Nanking Govern- 
ment, has re-affirmed his right to be 
regarded as a politician of no mean order. 
According to last night’s news, he engaged 
in a two hours’ téte-d-téte with the 
Japanese Ambassador to Nanking, as a 
result of which the two nations are now 
on terms of technical friendship. Whether 
they have arranged positive terms for a 
settlement is not known. It is rumoured 
General Chiang Kai-shek has 
promised to use his influence to restrain 
anti-Japanese agitation; and the Am. 
bassador, doubtless, has given some equally 
nebulous assurance in return. Nobody is 
deceived, but for the moment there is 
peace. ; 

Nobody, we repeat, is deceived. Japan’s 
purpose is to rule China, and rule China 
she will, Already she has assimilated 
Manchuria and Jehol, and her armies, to

novel and its dramatic adaptations—the 
anguish of a pagan lover when a Christian 
maiden is in peril of torture and death. 
Yet the work has merits of a grander 
order. It is likely yet to stand for long 
decades as the best reconstruction in fiction 
of Classical Rome in the age of the perse- 
cution. Its portrayal of mad Nero cannot 
be forgotten, and owes its realism to the 
skill with which the Emperor is offset by 
Petronius Arbiter—brutality in company 
of cold, tolerant intellect, and condemning 
intellect to a stoic’s end. The Apostle 
Peter hurries through the pages, the bearer 
of that spiritual seed which was to break 
up the ancient world as living things 
break dead stones. Such a book never can 
go out of fashion. It will live as long as 
the race is interested in the rising of the 
Christian world from the ruins of 
antiquity. In the present year the Pope 
himself recalled ‘ Quo- Vadis ?’’—com- 
mending it to journalists in an audience 
at Castel Gandolfo. He who wrote it was 
a patriot, whose earlier work comprised 
novels about Polish history. Poles regard 
Sienkiewicz as a sort of Scott, or national 
story-teller. His national still 
are read in several tongues by persons 
interested in Poland’s chivalric tradition. 
Yet the world thinks of him as the author 
of one book, and one only; and it was 
‘Quo Vadis?’’ that earned him the Nobel 
Prize for Literature, awarded in 1905. 
Poland had authors of greater poetic 
genius, and of more delicate art, than 
Sienkiewicz—who would be just ninety 
years old if he lived now—but no other 
has written for the world, and about the 
central event of the world’s history, the

If the natives feel the spirit 
of independence stir within them, and de- 
cline to do Tokyo’s bidding, they promptly 
are accased of intrigue against the 
‘sovereignty ” of the neighbouring State 
of Manchukuo, and are threatened with 
swift and terrible vengeance. It is said 
that only the flimsiest threads now bind 
the five provinces to China. At any 
moment Japan will find an excuse to 


break them, and a new sister-State to 


Manchukuo will be built upon the ruins 
of China’s northern empire. Tokyo will 
plead its autonomy ; in fact, it will be no- 
thing more than a Japanese puppet, 
governed by Japanese officials, garrisoned 
by Japanese armies, and pouring tribute 
into Tokyo’s Exchequer. 

Is it surprising that the Chinese are 
being moved to resentment? General 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Government knows 
from bitter experience what must be the 
outcome of any resistance to Japanese 
aggression. It has felt the power of 
Japan’s forces ; it has realised that, how- 
ever many millions of men it can summon 
to its aid, they are unavailing against a 
nation which not only has the will for 
empire, but possesses one of the finest and 
most highly organised armies in the world. 
The southern Chinese, who initiated that 
movement a few months ago which so 
nearly led to disaster, know less of 
Japan’s power than General Chiang Kai- 
shek, and the Chinese of the interior know 
next to nothing, Only now China’s 
millions are beginning dimly to realise 
that a great injustice is being committed 
against them, and their slow wrath is 
rising. Perhaps, too, Russia is not un- 
willing to stimulate their resentment 
against the invader. We think that the 
recent murders of Japanese subjects are 
merely a foretaste of what will happen in 
the near future. There will be more 
“‘ incidents ’’; Japan will make further 
protests, and will issue further ultimata ; 
the Central Government will make new 
concessions. Yet a day is certain to come 
when one nation or the other will tire of 
these meaningless evasions of the real 


issue. Nanking’s followers will get out of | 
control; it may be that a boycott of

As 
Mr. P. McGrath pointed out yesterday, 
the growth in passenger liner traffic has 
been remarkable. A few years ago Dublin 
did not enter into the calculations of the 
liner companies, but within the last four 
years they have been taking an increasing 
notice of the port. In 1933 a solitary liner 
called; but in the following year there 
were six, in 1935 ten, and this year—up to 
the present date—there have been twenty- 
nine. Next year another liner company 
will be calling at Dublin, so that a further 
increase may be expected.

sideration, could think of nothing better. 
The whole theory of a Second Chamber is 
to provide a contrast in the character of 
the Upper House. Nothing that is pro- 


‘| posed in either the majority or the 


minority report suggests that there will 
be any check on the tendency of the Dail 
to reproduce itself politically and other- 
wise in the new House. 

‘Apparently there is to be a sort of 
game of musical chairs at each general 
election, and the candidate who is the best 
pusher and the best lobbyist will come out 
successful. So far as I can see, the new 
Chamber will have the same political com- 
plexion as the Lower House, only more 
so; and the resort to joint meetings of. 
representatives of both Houses would mean 
nothing different.” 


A SMALL DIFFERENCE 


A close comparison of the findings of 
the majority, which must be reggrded as 
the more important, shows that the House 
which would result would differ only 
slightly from what the Senate would have 
become when all the alterations made by 
the present Government had taken effect. 
Starting with the provision that ‘ no bill 
initiated in the Dail should be enacted 
into law until it has been sent to the 
Second House, and an opportunity afforded 
to that House for consideration,” there is 
to be no power of veto, and the bill must 
be returned to the Dail within three 
months. The provisions regarding money 
bills are not essentially different from 
those which obtained in the late Senate, 
nor is it new that the removal of a judgo 
of the High Court or of the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General should be approved 
by the Second House.

The proposal to reduce to 45 the 
membership of the Senate was suggested 
by Senator Douglas in the debate on the 
bill reducing the power of delay from 
eighteen months to three. On the subject 
of qualifications, the majority’s view is 
that persons should be chosen ‘‘ on 
account of their ability; character, ex- 
perience and knowledge of public affairs.” 


This is not quite so spectacular as the 


ro- 
vision in the Constitution that Hace! eck 
of the late Senate should ‘‘ have done 
honour to the nation by reason of useful 
public service, or that because of special 
qualifications or attainments they repre- 
sent important aspects of the nation’s 
life.’” Previous experience shows how 
little value ‘is to be placed on pious 
definitions of this kind. 

In the late Senate the membership was 
60. Now it is to be 45. Of these one- 
third will be nominated by the President 
of the Executive Council for the time 
being. A Í gn ong of those nominated 
and elected should have a knowledge of 
the Irish language. The process of elec- 
tion of the elected members is. compli- 
cated. In the first instance, there is to 
be a nominating authority (not necessarily 
members of the Dail) elected for the pur- 
pose by the Dail. This authority will 
elect a panel of persons, not fewer than 
twice the number of persons to be elected 
to the new House. From this panel a 
college of electors, consisting of every 
person who had been a candidate at the 
immediately preceding general election, 
will be chosen, and the votes of each will 
be regulated by the number of first pre- 
ference votes he receives. 

It will be interesting to see to what ex- 
tent the Executive Council will be able 
to make use of these suggestions when 
constructing the new Constitution. One 
direct result of the Commission’s efforts 
appears to be to bring out more clearly 
than ever the difficulty of creating a 
Second House that will be assured of a 


reasonable degree of public confidence.

FURTHER CHARGES 


Specific charges against Portugal . of 
assisting the Spanish insurgents were made 
in an earlier Note preceding that in which 
the Soviet threatened to withdraw from 
the Non-Intervention Pact, which was 
delivered by M. Kagan, Soviet Chargé 
d’ Affaires, to the Chairman of the Non- 
Intervention Committee last Tuesday 
(Reuter learns). 

After citing evidence to prove Portugal’s 
infraction of the non-intervention agree- 
ment, the Note concludes with the 
suggestion that an investigation of this 
evidence should be made on the spot. 

“ In order to make this investigation as 
exhaustive as possible,” the Notes states, 
“it is proposed that (a) an impartial 
committee should be sent out to the 
Spanish-Portuguese border to investigate 
on the spot the true state of affairs there; 
and (b) that the committee should leave 
there some of its members to control the 
fulfilment of the non-intervention agree- 
ment on the border in the future.” 

The evidence cited is drawn, among other 


sources, from the Rathbone Committee of 


Inquiry and from extracts from the 
American and British Press. MKeferring to 
this evidence, the Note states that its 
“ importance and weight affords a reason- 
able presumption that Portugal has com- 
mitted a breach of the non-intervention 
agreement.’’ The Note has been circu- 
lated among members of the Non-Inter- 
vention Committee.

SOVIET UNMASKED BEFORE 
THE WORLD 


Newspapers of the European capitals 
yesterday continued to discuss the serious 
implications of the Soviet threat to 
abandon non-intervention in Spain. 

The Berlin newspapers sharply con- 
demnéd Soviet Russia’s action, which is 
described by the Machtausqabe as a 
“tactical thrust to save Madrid at the 
eleventh hour.”’ 

Under the heading '“ Unmasked,’’ the 
official Diplomatische Korrespondenz last 
night made a violent onslaught on the 
U.8.8.R., which it accused of attempting 
to foment wars in the interests of its own 
policy. 

‘* Relief from the fetters of the non- 
intervention agreement.’* it says, “‘ is in- 
tended to provide ‘legal’ freedom of 
action for open intervention on behalf of 
the Spanish Left.’’ 

The step, adds the Correspondenz, is a 
plain proof of how the Comintern and 
Soviet diplomacy work hand-in-hand. 
“The two Moscows have been unmasked 
before the whole world. Tha Soviet theory 
of peace is revealed once again as the 
diplomatic means of a Power which does 
not shrink before the extension and 
generalisation of conflicts in order to pre- 
pare a path for its own ultimate aims, 

‘It is incomprehensible,’’ concludes 
the ,article, ‘‘ that European States 
should, through their attitude, encourage 
such efforts, and even lend a hand to them 
—the efforts of a Power which, disguised 
in the réle of unselfish bringer of help, 
is openly awaiting to endanger peace.”’ 


BLATANT HYPOCRISY 


The Koelnische Zeitung speaks of the 
‘‘ notorious Moscow policy of shifting the 
responsibility of torpedoing agreements on 
to others” and, adds:—‘‘ With the 
blatant hypocrisy which is a characteristic 
feature of Soviet policy, Moscow accused

HE hearing of the charge of having 
ah murdered Denict Gleeson (60), a farmer, 
at Ballinalick, on September. ist last, 
against Michael Gleeson, junior, Lisboney, 
John O’Brien, Thomas Morgan and James 
Molamphy, all of Knockalton Cottages, near 
Nenagh. was continued here to-day. The 
ages of the accused men range from 17 to 
26. They were brought from Limerick Jail 
for the hearitig. Only relatives and witnesses 
wete admitted to the court. 

Mr. Kevin Haugh (instructed by Mr. J. 
O’Brien) outlined the case for the State. 
Daniel Gleeson, he said, lived on a farm in 
a remote part of the country with his brother 
and his brother's wife. On September Ist, 
at about 11 p.m., Mrs.. Gleeson saw a man 
standing on the road some distance from 
the house. Later, sitting at a window, she 
saw two men come in towards the house 
from fhe road. She went to the door 
and the men demanded a shétgun. 
Daniel Gleeson arose from bed and went to 
the door with a stick, followed by his brother, 
who had an axe, and spoke to the men. The 
brother Michael, said Mr.. Haugh, would tell 
the Court that he heard a demand made to 


replied: “‘ For what ?' after which there was 
a shot. After the shot. Daniel moved,towards 
the men, one of whom had a guy pointed in 
the direction of the Gleasone. There was a 
second shot, and Dani¢i Gleeson fell. The 
brother gave. ‘“Yase io the men, but had no 
boots on, ad could not go far. @# 

Wit? an hour the four accused men were 
under the control of the Guards. They had 
ben seen with each other after 8.30 on that 
night, as evidence would show, on one of the 
roads leading to the Gleesons’. house. The 
Civic .Guards had subsequently found two 
masks, and in the house of Michael Gleeson 
(accused) some stuff which, it would he 
shown, had been cut from the masks to make 
eye and mouth holes. On the night of the 
shooting Molamphy and O’Brien had been 
seen in a field, in which later old hats and 
masks were found. Before the shooting 
the accused man (Gleeson) had tried 
unsuccessfully to borrow a shot-gun, 
and: later had received two cartridges 
from a man named William Gleeson. Later 
Superintendent O'Boyle had seen in the 
house of the accused man, Michael Gleeson, 
a shotgun which seemed to have been re- 
cently used. Evidence would be given that 
Gleeson was seen cleaning a shotgun on the 
night of the shooting, and that two cartridge- 
wads found on the scene were the same as 
those in the cartridges given to the accused 
man Gleeson -by William Gleeson. 


EVIDENCE 


The first witness, Michael Gleeson, brother 
of the dead man, described the scene of the 
shooting as Mr. Haugh had outlined it, and 
said that, after chasing the men, he returned 
and found his brother on the floor, bleeding. 
He went for help, and when he returned his 
brother was still conscious. He had a shot- 
gun, which was not in the house on the 
night of the shooting, having been given to 
a neighbour. He knew O’Brien and Gleeson, 
the accused men, before September lst, the 
former having worked for him in June. — 

Mary Gleeson, wife of the previous wit- 
ness, corroborated. 

Patrick Neville said that on the evening 
of September 1 he saw O’Brien and Morgan 
cycle in the direction of the other accused 
man, Gleeson’s house. Later he saw a young 
brother of O’Brien with another child, both 
of them with masks cn their heads. Later he 
saw Morgan, Gleeson and O’Brien chatting 
together, Gleeson carrying a bag, in which 
there appeared to be something. O’Brien 
said to the witness at thé time; ““We are 
going to look for apples.” 

Christopher Larkin, aged 10, said that 
Molamphy, one of the aceused men; called at 
his house and asked him if he had taken any 
masks from the ditch, and he replied that he 
had not. 

Dr. John McGrath, State Pathologist, who 
made a post-mortem examination of the body 
of Daniel Gleeson, said that death was due to 
toxaemia, gangrene aud shock, caused by a 
gunshot charge fired at the range of about 
iour yards. 

The hearing was adjourned until Saturday, 
the accised men being remanded in custody. 

It is stated that the State will call about 
sixty witnesses.

PRE-REVOLUTIONARY 
FINANCE 


Clapham’s third lecture at Alexandra | 


á Br: special subject of Dr. J.: H. 


Coliege, Dublin, yesterday, on ‘* France 
before the Revolution” was “' Government.” 
Mrs. K: M. Preston. Lady Principal of the 
College, presided, and there was a large 
attendance. , 
Speaking of the Monarchy and its Minis- 
try, Professor Clapham said that Louis 
XVI, was, of all kings ot that generation, 
the least despotic and most well-meaning. 
Right down to the eve of the Revolution the 
average Frenchman had a strong, inherited 
rsonal loyalty towards the Crown. No one 
had dared allude to the Kingship being 
abolished. The King had his inherited posi- 
tion and his popularity, and it rested with 
him and with cireumstances to see that 
either or both were maintained. The diffi- 
culty was that, in theory, the King was 
supposed to decide everything. How could 
they expect a stupid if well-meaning man to 
understand all the things he had to decide? 
The result was squabbling as to who should 
get the King’s ear. 
There was no Parliament. The States- 
Gei eral had not met for 175 years, but there 
were Ministers, a Council of Ministers, a 
group of supreme advisers, a composite body 
paitly made up of holders o7 ancient 


Lr edimuel,offees, and: partly of Ministers in 


the modern sense as government had become 
more complicated. 


CONTROLLER-GENERAL OF 
FINANCE 


There was, among other offices, a Con- 
troller-General of Finances, analagous to the 
British Chancellor of the Exchequer; but 
thera was no Prime Minister, who stood by 
tradition or law aLove the rest. From about 
1750 the Controller-General of Finance had 
come to be the most important Minister. 
Everybody looked to him, not because the 
finances were good, but because they were so 
deplorably bad. Yet no Minister was changed 
more often than the Controller-General ot 
Finance. There were nineteen of them in 
France between the years 1754 and 1789. On 
the average they had each held office about 
twenty months—a very short run in which to 
put State finances in order—with the conse- 
guence that the finances remained in dis- 
order, Men became Ministers, or lost their 
oftices as the result of intrigues, and if the 
King was said to be influenced by public 
opinion now and again that really meant the 
opinion of the Court and a smail section of 
the people outside it. 

lf there was a permanent element in the 
Government at this time, it consisted of the 
Provincial /atendants, or Superintendents of 
the Provinces. These men were what in 
modern language would be called permanent 
civil servants, educated almost invariably as 
lawyers. They were selected for the service 
vf the King, and sent out to the provinces 
to adiminister them. <A tradition of long 
service had grown up, and in some cases 
these offices of Provincial Superintendents 
had become to all intents and purposes 
hereditary. 

Professor Clapham instanced the case of 
the Berthiers—father and son—/ntendants of 
Paris for forty-five years, until Berthier fle 
was brutally murdered, although he had done 
his best in difficult circumstanves, bechuse he 
had been made to bear the responsibility of 
the King. 


OFFICIAL OMNIPOTENCE 


Provintial /niendante, he said, nad a very 
wide range olf powers. They superintended 
justice, administration and finance in their 


Cardinal Richelieu began the 


a very proud amd turbulent nobility whom 
the King wanted to keep in check, and 
the Jutendants’ duty was to establish 
the royal authority. Originally they 
were lawyers, but many of them new 
came irom. families whieh had been 
ennobled. ‘They had grown into provincial 
gentry ; became an old and respected institu- 
tion, and their position was. fully recognised. 


There was a great deal of resentment at their 
almost’ omnipotent powers, because there was 
very little that an /ntendant could not do. 

One could not expect everybody to be satis- 
fied with such an omnipotent official. They 
could take away from the Law Courts cases 
that concerned the King’s private affairs, big 
disputes about taxation, and—this was the 
real blot on the system—cases which 
concerned favoured people, and deal 
with them themselves. That was the situa- 
tion to which they had got by the eve of 
the Revolution. . 

In administration the /ntendants did their 
best work for the material welfare of the 
provinces. They had to deal with the stand- 
ing army and with the militia, and to see 
that the quota of men was kept up. They 
had charge of the barracks and military 
stores, and had to see that everything was 
ready for the constantly imminent emergency 
of war. 

The superintendents of the provinces also 
supervised the Guilds in their areas, and had 
to take care that the Guilds played the game 
prescribed by headquarters. Within the 
sphere of the ZJntendants was also the pro- 
vision of relief works in times of unemploy- 
ment and distress—a matter they saw to by 
getting money to make canals and improve 
roads again and agam in the 18th century. 


PARISH COUNCILS 


There was a certain amount of conflict 
between the /ntendants and the village com- 
munes, or parish councils, whose existence in 
France historians seemed almost to forget. 
One effect of the Revolution seemed to be the 
putting of a sponge over previous history. In 
a great part of the 19th century, one did not 
know what had happened just before the 
French Revolution in many spheres of life. 
Our histories of the French Revolution spoke 
of the communes as Wf they sprang out of 
nowhere into sudden existence. Unfortunately 
these communes had left very few records of 


their village meetings in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, but their existence was now realised, 
as well as how they contributed to the 
organisation of the country in a quiet way. 

he important towns had councils repre- 
senting a very narrow clique of .governing 
burgesses, and in a few of the provinces there 
still survived the provincial estates which re- 
presented the nobility, clergy and third estate. 


THE PARLEMENTS 


More interesting than the local estates were 
the Parlements, or local law courts, thirteen 
of which, big and small. covered the whole 
country. These registered the Royal edicts 
before they were put into operation; when 
registered the edicts were technically regarded 
as law. For a ie time the Parlements had 


taken advantage of this position to try and ais

Mr. Lasin Raftis, Borough Treasurer, was 
again in the witness-box throughout the day. 

Continuing his evide:ce from yesterday, 
Mr: Raftis said that the total expenditure 
by the Corporation in housing contracts from 
1925-26 to ólst March last was £188,088 for 
604 houses, and of that amount £20,000 had 
been contrected for prior to 1931. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., who is appearing for the 
Corporation, asked what was estimated as 
the requirement more o1 less to solve the 
housing problem in the City of Waterford 
on the basis that the population did not in- 
crease and that new industries did not bring. 
an increased population.

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 COUNSEL'S DECISION 


Mr. Wood—$6o. far as you understand the 
detagmination of the Council at present, is it 
detéfmined to carry out the housing iu the 
time ?— Yes, and faster if they can.

Regarding the system of rate collecting, 
Mr Raftis said that the present systeny in 
Waterford was a farce, and he agreed with 
the Inspector’s suggestion that a consolidated! 
rate would make for greater comfort both for 
the ratepayers and for the Corporation offi- 
cers. In fact, it would great'y relieve not 
only the taxpayer but the collectors as well. 

Until recently the Corporation fund had 
only two bank accounts. Formerly the Cor- 
poration had had several, but about twelve 
yéars ago an arrangement was made between 
the banks and the Local Government Depart- 
ment whereby the Councils could only set off 
the credit of one account against debit of 
another for the purpose of avoiding overdraft 
interest.

puration had kept as few accounts as possible. 

Mr.. OhUadhaigh expressed is surprise, 
and mentioned that an individual could have 
five or six accounts in a bank, some in debit

is, without the slightest doubt, provoca 
tive, and the spirit of destruction and 
anarchy is, indeed, so intimate a part of 
the Communist creed that particular 
suspicion must be awakened if the Soviet 
Government do anything that may tend 
to make the conflict general. But, that 
being said. let it once more be recognised 
that, if the Soviet have broken the spirit 
of the London understanding in regard to 
procedure, others have almost certainly 
infringed the very substance of the pact 
There have been 
infringements, no doubt, in favour of 
both .sides; but the most positive charges 
come from the Spanish Foreien Minister 
himself. Sefior Alvarez del Vayo stated 
at Geneva that the law of intervention had 
been applied softly to the detriment of the 
Spanish Government, and had not been 
made effective in regard to the insurgent 
forces. 

There is no use in pretending that the 
questions raised can very easily be probed 
to the bottom, proceeds The Times, nor 
even that the work of the Non-Interven- 
tion Conference can ever be wholly effec- 
tive. Nevertheless, its work must con- 
tmue. If it cannot prevent all arms 
trafhc with Spain, it has the authority to 
keep it to a much lower scale than if there 
were no attempt at control—in which case, 
indeed, there would certainly be a 
scramble by armament firms to equip both 
sides. The policy of non-intervention is 
the only sound policy, and this country 
will stand fast by it. In no circumstances 
will Great Britain have any part or lot 
in a war of doctrines.

INCREASE IN TONNAGE 
AND DUES

A satisfactory record of progresa in ton- 
nage, dues collected, and in the importance 
of Dublin as a port of call for Atlantic liners 
was submitted at yesterday's meeting of the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board; Mr. €. M. 
O’Kelly, chairman, presiding. 

Mr. Bailey, secretary, stated that the 
registered tonnage which entered the Port ot 
Dublin during the nine months ended 25th 
September last (on which tonnage dues were 
collected), as compared with the correspond- 
ing period last year, was :— 

Total foreign trade, 722,623 tons; increase, 
64,436 tons. Tonnage duty collected, £22,482 
4s. 2d.; decrease, £556 lls. Number of 
vessels, 478; decrease, 32. 

Total cross-Channel and  coastwise,

INCREASED AIR ROUTE 
MILEAGE 
as 


CCEPTING the figures contained m the 
annual report recently issued by the 
British Air Ministry, the Common- 

wealth for the first time in the history of 
air transport takes world leadership. Air 
routes in operation during 1935 aggregated 
55,291 miles—an increase of 12,000 miles over 
the previous year. 

The Um States ranks second wtih 
52,461 route miles, France third with 24,451 
r‘tles, and Germany fourth, operating 22,291 
miles. No figures are given for the Soviet 
Union, but a fairly accurate estimate of 
the route miles worked in this vast territory 
would be 45,000. Of the smaller countries the 
Netherlands ranks first with 12,898 miles. 
The Commonwealth increase of twenty-six 
per cent. was made up by expansions in 
practically all Commonwealth _ territory. 
Great Britain contributed an increase of 
5,000 over regular interval routes and routes 
worked overseas solely by Imperial Airways 
or by other British companies. Canada re- 
turned an increase from 5,080 to 6.111. 
| Australia advanced from 12,050 to 15.524 
miles. South Africa added 800 miles, 
Southern Rhodesia added 600 miles, Kenya 
700, and New Zeland appeared in the report 
for. the first time with 335 miles of regularly 
worked services. . 

World route mileage the report assesses at 
278,200. It estimates that airline ‘planes 
flew 150 million miles in 1935, as against 
approximate'y a million miles m 1919, in 
which year world air route mileage was no 
more than 3,200. 

Statistics of aerial activity in Britain show 
that the country is keeping pace with world 
development. Air mails despatched abroad 
showed a big increase; more than 187 tons 
of letter mails (approximately 10} million 
letters) left; Britain by aeroplane EN 1935, 
as compared with 122 tons (6 million letters) 
in 1 Air-borne parcels sent out of the 
country weighed in the aggregate 79 tons. 
Last year’s Commonwealth Christmas mail 
was the heaviest ever despatched from Britain, 
approximately half a million letters being 
carried, e report attributes the heavy 
growth in air mail traffic to reductions in air 
postage rates on the Commonwealth routes, 
and extensions and duplications of the 
services. 


AIR PORT ACesVITY . 
Volume of traffic at the Lon®n Terminal 
Aerodrome, Croydon, reflected the. increased 
activity. Arrivals of aircraft during the year 
numbered 21,611, compared with 17,980 in 
1934; departures were 21,629, against 17,997. 
Passengers carried in and out of the airport 
on the Continental services numbered 117,505, 
or some 24,000 more than in the previous vear. 
Freight, mails and baggage carried in and out 
by air touched a new high level of 4,357 tons. 
Imperial Airways’ aeroplanes, working 
scheduled services, flew 4,079,400 miles, and 
the company’s total traffic ton-mileage was 
4,772,200, representing gains of 76 and 51 
per cent. respectively over the 1934 figures. 
On December 3lst the company’s flying 
personnel comprised 45 pilots, 109 first officers 
and 54 radio operators, the aggregate of 208 
showing an increase of 118 over the corre- 
sponding figure at December 3lst, 1934. 

The report adds to information already pub- 
lished about the big air liner fleet which is 
being built for the Imperial Airways’ routes. 
Twelve of these new craft are landplanes 
designed and built by the Armstrong-Whit- 
worth Company. According to the report, 
each of these craft, which are planned as 
high-wing monoplanes with retractile under- 
carriage, will be capable of a speed of some 
200 miles an hour, will Ken. more than 
nineteen tons fully laden, and will carry a 
payload of four tons. They will be equipped, 
not only with day saloons, but also with 
comfortable sleeping berths for night-flying. 


TRANSATLANTIC ‘PLANES 

Two of the fleet of four-engined monoplane 
boats are being modified to give them a range 
sufficient for transAtlantic flights, states the 
report, adding that the all-up weight of the 
boats will be increased for this Miss to 
just over twenty tons, which is 5, Ib. 
more than the fully-laden weight of the 
boats as equipped for use on the existing 
Commonwealth routes. 

Other British companies achieved greatly 
expanded activity in 1935. More concerns 
operated regular services within or from Great 
Britain during the year than in the previous 
twelve months, owing to a number of new 
firms entering the field, and the actual 
number of services worked showed an 
increase of nearly one hundred per cent. 
‘‘Traffic as a whole,” comments the report, 
“showed considerable growth, the increase 
in the number of miles flown, number of 
passengers carried and the weight of cargo 
carried in 1935 by companies other than 
Imperial Airways amounting to approximately 
ninety per cent., sixty-five per cent, and one 
hundred and sixty per cent. respectively, as 
compared with the previous year.” 

Details quoted of the performance of new 
transport aircraft produced during 1935 
reflect the general increase in cruising speed 
made necessary by conditions of air-line 
operation nowadays. In. reference to the 
Bristol Type 142, the fastest civil transport 
‘plane yet flown, the report states that it 
was originally designed to cruise at 250 miles 
per hour on the power of two 600 h.p. radial 
air-cooled engines. Its stalling speed, with 
full load, is 65 miles per hour. Tare weight is 
7,2251b., and maximum all-up: weight is 
10,000lb. It has a retractile undercarriage, 
wing flaps and controllable-pitch air-screws, 
and is built to the new Bristol method of 
stressed-skin construction.

A METHOD OF FEEDING. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly Jrish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
A method of feeding that has given general 
satisfaction to the average farmer, and 
has been found suitable as a laying 
dietary is: For the morning meal, grains ; 
mid-day, soft food of a suitable nature ; 
evening, grains. The grains for the 
morning meal might consist of sound, 
plump oats and small wheat in equal pro- 
portions. On alternate mornings barley 
could be used. Tho amount required 
would be roughly about two ounces per 
bird daily, giving half the — in 
the morning. For the mi meal 
mixture the soft food may be foe up of 
three parts by weight good pollard, two 
parts good bran, two parts barley meal, 
two parts finely- ground oats and one part 
fish meal. It is best to prepare this 
mash at least two hours before it is re- 
quired, and then feed it while warm in 
troughs. Cooked or finely-chopped raw 
materials may be added with advantage 
to the mash, Skim or separated milk, 
if available, is a valuable addition to the 
mash, or may be given separately to 
drink.
